PETROGRAD, Sept. 8.— The capture by 
the Russian army of the big Austrian 
fortress of Mikolajoff (Mikolajow or 
Nicolleiff), twenty-five miles south of 
Lemberg, has cleared away every Aus- 
trian stronghold in Galicia east cf 
Przemysl, which is now invested by the 
Russians. 

The taking on Sept. 5 of Mikolajoff. one 
of the most modern fortresses in Austria, 
with steel cupolas and modern guns of 
heavy caliber, was officially announced 
today by the Russian general staff. The 
fortress, which commands the Austrian 
state railroad crossing the River Dniester, 
fell after severe fighting.

Of 26,000 men in the forte in the environs 
of Namur 12,000 have returned to Belgian 
soll, making the Beigtan loss at Namur 
in killed, wounded, and missing 14,000. 

It seems that under cover of the fog 
the Germans finally got their new siege 
guns into positions from which they could 
concentrate their fire on a single point 
of the Namur defenses.

Under Fire Ten Hours. 

„Without troubling about the forts,” 
one of the survivors said, the Germans 
first centered their rain of steel upon our 
intrenchments. For ten hours our brave 
young fellows stood the terrible ordeal, 
unable to fire a shot in return. Any man 
risking his head above the fireewept ram- 
parts had it blown off. 

“Lying flat on our stomachs al we 
could do was to wait for the firing to end. 
Whole regiments were being decimated. 


Guns Turned on Forts. 

* Meanwhile many German guns had 
been turned on the forts, especially Mai- 
zeret and Marchovelette. The men in 
them, armed with guns of much smaller 
caliber than the Germans, could offer but 
feeble resistance. Maizeret, in fact, fired 
only about ten shots, while receiving nc 
less than 1,200 shells at the rate of twenty 
a minute. 

“At Marchovelette seventy five men 
perished at the batteries, and both forts 
soon surrendered.”’

HERE are times when rather color-

Some people then resort to 
crackers and milk. Foods full of 
f flavor, aroma, and attractiveness to 
the eye are often the more appreciated 
after a simple white diet has been in- 
duiged in, not that the latter is lacking 
in attractiveness or in nourishment.

They tell us that on the sunny siopes uf 

the vineyards sunstroke is practically un- 

known, because the peasants bind the 

lea ves on their heads. I noticed many t 

the peasant giris with crowns of grape 

heaves when I was traveling in Italy, but 

‘thought they were for mere adornment 
until I learned later their value.

The next time you are suffering from @ 
gevere headache take half a dozen grape 
leaves, crush them, and lay them upon 
the aching temples. The relief is wonder- 
tu As a wag said when I advised this.

The women of the islands of the south- 
ern Pacific ocean make a wonderful cloth 
from this leaf. They dry the leaves, then 
beat them until they are pulp, after that 
they form strands, which they dry, then

The federal reserve board today made 
public an outline of the plan decided upon 
by the bankers’ committee appointed at 
last Friday's conference for meeting this 
.coumtry’s imernational obligations end 
regulating the outflow of gold. 

The plan caile for a pool of $150,000,000 
im gold., to be furnished by the banks of 
the country, which shal? be tramiled by a 
committee to be appointed by the New 
York Clearing House essociation. Ot 
this gok? fund $25,000,000 is to be paid in 
immediately and deposited im the branch 
of the Bank of England in Canada The 
‘remaining $125,000,000 shall be subject 
to call by the New York commattee. 


Would Fix Exchange Price. 

This commiuee is to de charged with 
the duty of fixing the price at which for- 
eign exchange shall be bought end solid. 
‘Local committees, subordinate to the 
New York committee, are to be appoinm.ed 
by the clearing house associations of the 
cities comtributing to the gold fund, end 
are to supervise the shipments end with- 
érawals of gold from their respective 
bocalities 

The plan was @rawn by a committee of 
five, consisting of James B. Forgan of 
Chicago, cheirman, and 8. Wexler, L. 
L. Rue, Benjamin Strong IJ, and Thomas 
P. Beal. 

In making public the report of the bank- 
ete’ committee the federal reserve board 
had his to say: 

“The board has the matter under con- 
sideration, but has taken no ection on 
the recommendations made.“ 


Recommendations of Bankers. 

The man of the bankers’ committees was 
embodied in the following letter, ad- 
dressed to the secretary of the treasury 
and the federal reserve board: 

“Sire: The committee appointed by 
the conference of bankers appreciates the 
desirability of relieving the present inter- 
national exchange situation, and particu- 
larly of regulating the outflow of gold. 

“The committee at the same time 

rea izes the necessity of promptly meeting 
the obligations of banks, corporaticne, 
and individuals to Europe, thereby main- 
talning the high credit ofthis country and 
demonstrating ite ability to meet ite ob- 
liga tions. 

For this purpose and with this object 

iin view this committee nis to 
the federal reserve board the following 
plan: 

“That the banks of this country, expe- 
 @alty those located in reserve amd central 
reserve cities, de requested to contribute 

a gold fund of 150,000,000, of which 28. 
000,000 be immediately padd into the de- 
pository of the Bank of England in 
Canada, for which a participation deposit 
receipt win be furnished to each con- 
tributing bank. 
The remainder of the 
amounts to be subject to call by the New 
_York committee through the local com- 
nrittees of the respective cities and to be 
paid for in New York exchange. 


Appointment of Committees. 
“The said New York committee to be 


appointed by the New York Clearing [ 


House association, and aid local com- 
mittees to be appointed by the clearing 
house associations of the respective con- 
‘tribuiing cities. 

“The committee appointed by the New 
‘York Clearing House association to be 
charged with the duty of handling the 
said fund, of fixing the price at which for- 
ein exchange is to be bought and sol, 
and is to make requiaition from time to 
titme upon the respective contributing 
cities through the local committees there- 
.of The said local committees shall have 
supervision in the respective cities of the 
shipments and general withdrawais of 
gold. 

“ This committee recommends that the 
‘federal reserve board take steps to eacer- 
_tain the amount of gold t will be con- 
tributed by the banks in their aire coi 
‘cities, and that it use its influence to 
the said banks contribute their enue

CALL ON PRESIDENT TODAY 


Heads ef Six Systems Will Not Ar- 
gue fer Increased Rates. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—{Special. )— 
President Wiison will not be asked to 
support a resolution in congress direct- 
ing the interstate commerce commission 
to grant the railroads an increase in 
freight rates because of losses incident 
to the European war. 

Six railroad presidents, including Sam- 
ue] Rea of the Pennsylvania, Daniel WIl- 
lard of the Baltimore and Ohio, Hale 
Holden of the Burlington, B. P. Ripley of 
the Santa Fé, Fairfax Harrison of the 
Southern, and Chairman Trumbull of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio and the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, tomorrow will call on 
President Wilson at his invitation. 

The president's aid and codperation in 
the re-financing of railroad securities al- 
ready matured or about to mature will be 
sought. 

Rates Left to Commission. 

The railroad men are willing to leave 
the rate question entirely to the inter- 
state commerce commission. In all likeli- 
hood the commission may be asked to re- 
view its findings in the recent 5 per cent 
eastern case. 

With regard to the securities the presi- 
dent will be shown a complete list of de- 
faulted securities, which now amount to 
more than $578,000,000. He will be told 
that matured securities which remain te 
be met this year amount to $34,000,000 ad- 
ditional and that the securities falling due 
in 1915 amount to $464,000,000, 

The railroad managers wani something 
— to reduce the interest rate. They 

were informed recently that 7 per cent 
would be charged on renewals, they claim, 
and they fear 8 per cent will be asked. 


Want Currency Based on Issues. 

The railroad men probably will suggest 
that the federal reserve board be urged 
to adopt a most liberal attitude toward 
acceptances of short time railioad securi- 
ties as basis for Aldrich-Vreeland emer- 
gency currency and federal reserve issues. 
The reserve board already has accepted 
such securities for issue of the Aldrich- 
Vreeland currency. Some members are 
said to favor extending the acceptance to 
reserve note lesues. 
Notwithstanding their decision not to 
press for congressional authorization of 
a reopening of the 5 per cent case, the 
railroad men may seek an amendment te 
the Hepbuin act authorizing the inter- 
state commerce commission to proceed 
on general conditions in its rate case in- 
#tead of confining itself to actual evi- 
dence, as the law now requires.
